MOVE SOUTH FOR 
WINTER QUARTERS 


Nearly 100,000 Soli Will 


Camp in Dixie 
TROUPS ARE NOW EN ROUTE 


Regulars Will Be Sent from Northern 
Polnts To Snowless Lands, 


WILL BE PREPARED FOR ANTILLES 


Anniston, Huntsville and Jacksonville 
with Other Southern Cities Will 
Be, the Tenting Places of 
the New United States | 
Forces. 


Washington, September 16.—The military 
movements are being directed rapidly to- 
ward the assembling of a large army in 
southern stations for winter camps and 
preparatory to the military occupation 
of Cuba and Porto Rico. About 170,000 
troops are now located in the south. and 
orders wiil be issued sending the Tirst, 
Second, Sixth, Ninth and Tenth eavalry 
from Montauk to southern stations. The 
Third cavalry already has gone south, and 
the First and Second infantry were yes- 
terday afternoon ordered to Anniston, and 
the Eighth and Sixteenth to Huntsville. 
This leaves the Seventh, Twenty-/ourth and 
Twenty-fifth infantry, the Second vo.un- 
teer engineers and companies H and G, 
Fourth artillery, at Montauk. Within a 
day or two, these last remaining treops 
will be ordered south and Camp W‘kof? will 
be no more. The purpose is to establish 
winter camps between the thirty-first and 
thirty-fifth parallels. 

The major part of the army thus assem- 
bled is destined for service in Cuba with 
a much emalier force for Porto Rico aud a 
reserve in the winter camps. It is not the 
intention, however, to send the army of 
occupation to Cuba until after the vwn- 
healthy stason has passed, and meanwhile 
the troops will be put in the best porsible 
condition. 

On account of the desire of the war de- 
partment that mo chances shall be taken 
in the way of exposure of the troops to 
the dangers of the unhealthy scason, no 
impatience is felt on account of the rather 
slow progress of the work of the commis- 
sion of evacuation at Havana. 

Great satisfaction is expressed at the 
progress being made in Porto Rico and the 
&vacuation is expected to occur speedily, 
but in connection with the evacuation of 
Porto Rico the same anxiety as to the 
health of the army is not felt nor are there 
similar difficulties in connection with es- 
tablishing the government, Porto Rico be- 
coming at once a part of the territory of 
the United States. 

In assembling and organizing the army 
for the occupation of Cuba, the considera- 
tion of possible trouble with the organized 
insurgents is not being taken ws riously 
into account. The Havana dispatches 
Stating that there has develop2d a strong 
sentiment in favor of independence and op- 
position to annexation, coupled with thcs- 
tility toward the United States, is read 
with rather an air of amusement by offi- 
cials of the administration. The purpose of 
the Cubans to establish a stable independ- 
ent form of government is strictly in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the president’s 
proclamation, and therefore furnishes no 
reason for a feeling of hostility. 

All the information in the possession of 
the war department, it is said, indicates 
the most cordial relations and harmony of 
purpose between the Cubans and the rep- 
resentatives of this government, 


DAY TENDERS RESIGNATION. 


Cabinet and Peace Commissioners 
Have Final Discussion. 
Washington, September 16.—The cabinet 
v¥s in session am hour today, Secretary Al- 
ger being the only absentee. Secretary 
Day tendered to the president fils resigna- 
tion as secretary of state and took leave 

of his cabinet associates. 

Assistant Secretary Moore, of the state 
department, also tendered his resignation 
to the president. 

A telegram from General Otis, at Manila, 
Was read showing that the situation there 
was entirely satisfactory. 

The instructiong to the peace commission 
were gone over for the last time and offi- 
cially approved. Senator Gray, who is de- 
tained in Philadelphia, will not comé to 
Washington, as his time will be limited, 
but will go direct from Phfiadelphia to the 
Campania, upon which the commissioners 
Will sail tomorrow. The other peace com- 
missioners will leave here. for New York 
a! 4 o’clock this afternoon.

DEPREDATIONS IN PORTO RICO. 


Spanish Planters Are Murdered and 
Residences Burned. 

San Juan de Porto Rico, September 16,— 
More depredatiens are reported to have 
occurred in the neighborhood of Utuado. 
Several Spantsh haciendas and cafeteles 
have been burned and two Spanish plant- 
ers killed. These outrages are attributed 
to the lower classes of the natives, actuat- 
ed by a spirit of revenge, and a lawless 
gang of brigands which has been operat- 
ing near Cralee, 

The Spanish planters fear for their lives 
and are extremely anxious that the Amer- 
icans should obtain control in order to af- 
ford them protection, as the United States 
is powerless now to preserve order in 
places within the Spanish lines. 

General Henry has displaced the old al- 
calde and appointed Senor Ramerieas, who 
has inaugurated an American regime and 
has held an election for all municipal of- 
ficers, including policemen. Utuado is the 
first town in the Island to possess officers 
chosen by the popular will. 

After the details of the evacuation have, 
been arranged, the movable property and 
military equipment which the Spaniards 
may properly remove, if they desire to do 
80, will be inventoried separately. The 
commission may arrange to purchase such 
equipment as it desires to retain. This 
will include field -guns and possibly certain 
movable fixtures in the public buildings 
and a vast quantity of coal, which was 
shipped for Admira) Cervera's fleet. 

The details of the evacuation of the 
isiand was practically compieted at a meet- 


ing of the commission hela today, and all | 


now depends upon when the Madrid gov- 
ernment shall place transports at the dis- 
posal of Captain» General Macias for the 
embarkation.of the troops. Failure to send 
transports will embarrass the Spanish 
commissioners, but the American commis- 
sioners. will probably set an absolute time 
limit for the evacuation without instruc- 
tions from Washington. 

The Spaniards do not desire to concen- 
trate all their troops here, for fear of en- 
dangering their health, until they are in- 
formed when the transports will arrive. 
In addition to Lares, Aguadilla and San 
Sebastian, the Spanish will evacuate the 
island at Enriques on Monday. 


SPANISH TROOPS WITHDRAWN. 


Evacuation Commissioners Complying 
with Terms of the Protocol. 

San Juan, September 15.—(Delayed in 
Transmission.)—At their meeting today the 
Spanish evacuation commissioners agreed to 
begin the formal withdrawal of their lines 
within two days. They will evacuate 
Lares, San Sebastian and Aguadilla, in 
the northwest of the island, withdraw- 
ing toward the capital. Under the armli- 
stice they could not withdraw their out- 
posts without permission. 

Detachments of the Eleventh infantry 
will occupy this territory and raise the 
American flag. ‘The abandonment of other 
outposts will follow. 

The Spanish commissioners understand 
perfectly that the evacuation of the 
islands must be in accordance with the 
terms of the protocol, as soon as the trans- 
ports can be procured. Transportation 
from the fever infected ports of Cuba can- 
not, they say, be used to convey uninfect- 
ed troops from PortoRico. The troops from 
Cuba and Porto Rico are to be landed at 
different ports in Spain. The Spanish 
authorities cannot control the transports 
in this respect. They must await the 
pleasure of ‘Madrid. Our commissioners 
realize the force of this argument, and 
they are willing to make reasonable con- 
cesssions.

VOLUNTEER SURGEON | DIES. 


Dr. Lingheim’s Death May Have Been 
Caused by Charges. 

New York, September 16.—Dr. George: W. 
Lingheim, surgeon of the Red Cross and 
corporal of the Bighth regiment, New 
York volunteers, who had charge of the 
train conveying 265 sick soldiers of that 
regiment to this city from Chickamauga, 
died at his residence here today from ty- 
phoid fever. He was twenty-seven years 
old. 

Dr. Lingfheim’s’ illness, Dr. Monachesser, 
dhief surgeon of the Red Cross, said, was 
brought on by his labors at Chickamauga 
and worry over the accusations that he 
ill-treated the 265 sick soldiers of the EighTa 
regiment when he ‘brought a Tennessee 
camp to this city. For the last five days 
Dr. Lingheim was delirious and raved over 
charges that thad been brought against 
him, crying ogt that they were cruel and 
unjustified. None of the men who came 
north on that train have died or are now 
seriously ill, and most of them are now 
able to be about.

Man Attacks a Texas Sheriff with a 
Knife and Blood Flows. 
Kaufman, Tex., September 16.—About 2 
o’clock today Bob Taylor, an epileptic ma- 
niac, walked into the courtroom with a 
large knife open in his hand. Sheriff Jim 
Keller tried to get Taylor to give up the 
knife. Taylor made a lunge at Keller 
and cut a gash about three inches long on 
Keller’s left jaw, which went clear through 
and into the mouth.

TROOPS WANT FRESH 
MEAT AND LETTERS 


Seldiers at Santiago Are Not in a 
Starving Condition. 


ANXIOUS ‘TA HEAR FROM HOME 


Beef: Carried Over in ‘Refrigerator 
Ships Becomes Tainted. 


THE MEN QUICKLY GET HOMESICK 


United States Officers Recommend Cat- 
tle on Feet and News from Home 
for the Soldiers. 


Santiago de Cuba, September 16.—Con- 
trary to reports that seem to have been 
circulated in the United States represent- 
ing that the American soldiers were dying 
of starvation at Santiago—reports thag 
elicited an inquiry from the war depart- 
ment regarding the matter—the troops here 
have ample supplies of every kind, except 
that in some instances the fresh meat sup- 
plies have been unsatisfactory. 

The fact is that meat sent hére in refrig- 
erator ships, owing to the delay in unload- 
ing, becomes more or less tainted before 
it can be used. It is estimated that at least 
40 per cént is quite useless. Less than half 
the meat issued to Colonel Hood’s regi- 
ment has been fit to eat, and naturally 
there has been some complaint. 

Near Santiago are great fields of pastur- 
age, and the United States governement 
would do well to send live beeves here in- 
stead of contract meat. The cost would 
be less, and the satisfaction far greater. 

Aside from the sickness that is incidental 
to acclimatization, the trouble among our 
soldiers is chiefly mental rather than phys- 
ical, 
much to remedy it. Scarcely any mail has 
reached here. The men, more or less ener- 
vated by the climate and deprived of com- 


munication with their homes and families, 


worry, grow despondent and sick from 
suspense. 

To nine out of every ten sick soldiers at 
Santiago a letter from home wowld be 
better than medicine. United States mail 
boxes are being put up in the streets and 
the office facilities are ample. All that is 
needed is a regular mail service. 

Yesterday fifty Cubans who tad been 
employed about the docks were placed on 
easier work by Lieutenant Hanna. To his 
surprise they went on strike, absolutely 
refusing to work at all. Of course they 
were discharged. They have been paid in 
rations and the opportunity to steal zt 
was too attractive to be re- 
sisted. The products of their thieving they 
would sell to the small dealers, thus add- 


) ing to the legitimate results of labor. Be- 


ing well fed seems to render the 
Cuban indisposed to work.

Colonel Marshall says the 6,000 inhabi- 
tants of San Luis are without clothing 
or food. He is distributing 25,000 rations 
weekly for the Red Cross Society. Some 
are in such a condition of starvation that 
they cannot stand up and food has to be 
sent to them. Others are in the mountains 
starving to death. Colonel Marshall is dis- 
tributing quinine pills, the ony medicine he 
has, to the sick. 


KANSAS GRAVE ROBBER’S TRIAL.

Camp Meade, Middletown, Pa., September 
16.—The testimony in the case of Lieutenant 
Wise, of the Twenty-second Kansas, was 
concluded today.

THE BOARD oF HEALTH HAS 
turned the economic investigating search- 
light upon the eanitary department, and 
will weed out al! items that call for unnee- 
essary expenditures. The board members, 
wishing to thoroughly investigate the in- 
Sinuations made by the recent investi- 
gating committee that much money can be 
Saved in this department, will ascertain 
just what foundations the committee had 
for this declaration. 

Captain Miller and Dr. Jones started the 
movement at the regular meeting Of the 
board yesterday afternoon, They thought 
an investigating committee should be ap- 
pointed to look into every feature of the 
sanitary department to see whether re- 
ductions in expenditures could be made. 
The other members agreed and President 
Alexander appointed the following in- 
vestigating committee: Dr. Jones, chalr- 
man; Captain Miller and Dr. Benson. 

The board will hold a special) session 
next Friday afternoon for the considera- 
tion of the committee’s report. Mean- 
while the committee will begin work at 
once, and will ‘hold several sessions between 
now and next Thursday, and if any oppor- 
tunities are found for reduced expendi- 
tures, it will report the same without hes- 
itancy. 

The board members expressed some dis- 
satisfaction on account of the present sys- 
tem of purchasing supplies. The chief in- 
spector ig authorized to make the pur- 
chases, but the finance committee of coun- 
ci] dictates from whom the supplies shall 
be bought. Dr. Benson stated that in look- 
ing over the bills recently, he had found 
where collar pegs thad been bought from 
one firm for 30 cents, and from another 
firm for 40 cents. It seemed to be the 
opinion of the members that the purchas- 
ing of supplies ehould be entirely within 
the jurisdiction of the ganitary depart- 
ment. 


Will Haul No More Cinders. 


It has been the custom of the sanitary 
department for some time to remove cin- 
ders and ashes from large manufacturing 
establishments and office buildings in the 
city. Dr, Jones stated in the meeting yes- 
terday it was not the province of the de- 
partment to do this work; that it was an 
unnecessary expense, and moved that the 
custom be discontinued. The motion was 
unanimously carried, and after October 
Ist all such establishments will have to 
look out for the distribution of their own 
cinders and ashes, which wil] prove rather 
an expensive undertaking. 

Dr. Jones made the statement that en- 
tirely too much money is being spent in 
the department somewhere; that $11,000 
had been expended almost in the last 
month, and that as only $24,000 remained 
in the annual apportionment, the depart- 
ment would run out of funds at the pres- 
ent rate before the middle of the fall. This 
will be a subject for investigation by the 
investigating committee. 

In this regular monthly report Chief In- 
spector Lowry referred to the recent rec- 
ommendations of the investigating com- 
mittee of council, stating that the reason 
Atlanta’s sanitary department cost more 
than the departments of other cities was 
because the local force did more hauling, 
for one item, than other cities. He also 
called attention to the fact that the phy- 
sicians of the city do not report deaths 
and contagious diseases as they should, 
The board decided to issue a circular }et- 
ter to these physicians calling their atten- 
tion to the importance of keeping up sta- 
tistics and requesting them to make prompt 
and accurate reports in future. 

Nothing Wrong at Crematory. 

Chief Lowry also called attention to the 
recent agitation concerning alleged mis- 
management at the crematory, stating 
there was absolutely no mismanagement 
there. He gaid the doors of the furnaces 
had been left open in accordance with 
orders from the representative of the Dix- 
on Crematory Company, and that the cre- 
matory had been run as far as possible 
in accordance with their representative's 
instructions. He showed that while there 
had been an increase in: the amount of 
garbage consumed, there had been a de- 
crease in the amount of coal consumed; 
that it was impossible to run the concern 
with a reduced force. 

The entire board will go to the dumping 
grounds next Sunday afternoon on an in- 
specting tour.

Chief Manly Will Interest Some Ladies 
in the Little Ones’ Welfare. 

The three little boys that were found 
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cause great regret among many of his 
friends in this city who knew him inti- 
mately while stationed with the Fifth 
regiment at Fort McPherson. 

About a year ago, it will be remembered, 
Lieutenant O’Brien resigned from the 
army under charges preferred against him 
by officers at the post, but upon the out- 
break of the war with Spain, when new 
officers were needed to command the 
troops authorized by the act of congress, 
the officer re-entered the service and was 
again stationed with the Fifth infantry. 
Upon the departure of the regiment for 
Santiago, Lieutenant O’Brien accompanied 
his command, and the reports that have 
reached the United States in regard to the 
Fifth have been very flattering to the de- 
ceased officer. 


The troubles that led up to the with- 
drawal of Lieutenant O’Brien from the 
army some months ago, were supposed at 
the time to-be due to a fondness on the 
part of the officer for strong drink, and 
to the fact that charges were preferred 
against him shortly after the courtmatial 
of Captain Romeyn, with whom he had a 
difficulty at Fort McPherson. 

Lieutenant Bamford,: one of the junior 
lieutenants assigned to the Fifth infan- 
try some time ago, was said to have been 
engaged to the daughter of Captain Rom- 
eyn and was known to be very friendly 
with the wife of Lieutenant O’Brien. It 
was stated in the trial of the case against 
Captain Romeyn that Lieutenant Bamford 
would go bicycle riding with Mrs, O’Brien, 
and that the two would spend the day 
together often by themselves. Thfs fact 
excited considerable comment at the post, 
and reaching the ears of Captain Romeyn, 
he refused Lieutenant Bamford admission 
to his home, it is said, 

The O’Briens were left much to them- 
selves by the wives and families of the 
officers at the post, and Lieutenant O’Brien 
considered that Captain Romeyn was to 
blame for many of the slights that were 
offered himself and his wife. 

On the drill ground one afternoon Cap- 
tain Romeyn slapped the face of Lieu- 
tenant O’Brien, but that officer did not 
resent the insult at the time, preferring 
not to attack his superior officer. 

As ‘a result of the difficulty, charges 
were preferred against Captain Romeyn, 
but upon the adjournment of the court- 
martial he was allowed to withdrawn from 
the army. 

Shortly afterwards it was thought that 
charges would be preferred against Lieu- 
tenant O’Brien, and he resigned his com- 
mission upon learning of the charges, and 
left the army with the intention of going 
on the lecture platform.

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THE MEDICAL DEPOT OF THE 
United States army, which has been lo- 
cated at Chickamauga since the beginning 
of the war, has been ordered to Atlanta 
and the first section of the supplies for the 


depot will reach the, city in a few days. 


Yesterday Colonel Simpson, quartermas- 
ter general of the department of the gulf, 
spent some time im selecting a building 
suitable for the purpose of the depot and 
finally made arrangements to rent one of 
the stores in the Markham block on Loyd 
street. ps 

The building selected has five stories, all’ 
of which will be uséd for medical supplies 
for the army, which will go to every camp 
in the southeastern. portion of the coumtry. 

It is estimated that over $1,000,000 worth 
of medical goods will be brought to Atlanta 
in this way, since this place has been se- 
lected as the medical center of the south 
and southeast. In eharge of the depot will 
come Major Comegys, of the medical de- 
partment, who has had charge of the depot 
at Chickamauga and has made a splendid 
success with the work. Accompanying him 
will come several officers and non-commis- 
sioned men of the hospital corps to aid 
in the management of the depot. 

The first shipment of supplies left Chicka- 
mauga some time ago, but will not be un- 
loaded in this city until the building rent- 
ed by Colonel Simpson has been prepared 
for the purpose. 

The building in the Markham block was 
selected as the place for the depot on ac- 
count of its accessibility to the railroads. 
This is essential to a depot of supplies since 
constant shipments have to be made to 
points all over the south and often the 


medicines have to be prepared in haste 
and sent off on the first train that leaves 
the city. 

The depot will be of great advamtage to 
many of the industries of Atlanta and busi- 
ness men generally are glad of the order 
which transfers the supplies for the army 
from Chickamauga to tnis point.

render the passage of the anti-scalping 

ill unnecessary. 

The roads would prefer to have an antil- 


scalping law which would be general and 
sweeping, but the senators are not disposed 
to pass one. The house has passed an anti- 
scalping bill twice by a large majority 
each time, but the senators held it up on 
both occasions. There did seem to’ be @ 
chance for the bill to go through the sen- 
ate at the last session, but the War came 
on and the scalpers were saved: 

Becoming weary of their fruitless efforts 
to suppress the ticket broker by congres- 
sional legisiation, the roads have taken 
a new tack, When the citizens of Cincinnati 
went to the roads and asked for cheap 
rates for the Grand Army encampment, 
the roads proposed that if the city of Cin- | 
cinnati would suppress the scalper, the 
cheap rates would be given. The promise | 
was made. 

When the encampment came on the brok- 
ers bought large quantities of the return 
portions of the tickets. At that juncture 
the railroads entering Cincinnati applied 
to the courts for an injunction to prevent 
the scaipers from selling the tickets. The 
city Had made a bona fide effort to freeze 
out the brokers, but had not succeeded 
very well. The roads had better luck. They 
got an injunction ~vestraining the scalpers 
from selling the .return portions of the 
cheap tickets, and if the injunction sticks 
for a few weeks, the tickets will become 
worthiess. It may be that the injunction 
will be made permanent, in which event 
the decision would be a precedent. In the 
Nashville case, decided last year during the 
Nashville exposition, py Judge Clarke, of 
the United States court, the brokers were 
restrained from handling signed tickets. 

This method of making war on the brok- 
ers hag been favorably considered by the 
railroads in different sections of the coun- 
try, and it may be generally adopted. Oma- 
ha and Chicago will try it. One of the 
cases will be carried to.the supreme court 
of the .United States, and if the position 
of the railroads is sustained, it will hit 
the brokers nard. They usually have a 
harvest when there is any great movement. 

Pittsburg’s city council hag passed an 
ordinance to prohibit tucket scalping. It is 
broad, and if it is sustained by the courts, 
will make trouble for the ticket brokers. 
Its principal sections are as follows: 

“Section 1. That from and after the pas- 
sage of this ordinance it shall not be law- 
ful for any person, firm or curporation, not 
a duly authorized agent, in accordance with 
the terms and provisions of the act of as- 
sembly of 6th of May, 1893, to sell, barter, 
or transfér, for any consideration what- 
ever, the whoie or any part of any ticket 
or tickets, passes, or vther evidences of 
the holder’s title to travel on any railroad, 
steamboat or other public conveyance, 
whether the same be situated, operated,. 
Or owned within or without “he limits of 
this commonwealth. 

“Sec. 2. That it shall likewise be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation what- 
ever, engaged in the selling, bartering or 
transferring of tickets, passes and other 
evidences of title to travel, as aforesaid, to 
cause or allow his said business to be 
calied out upon any street, lane or alley in 
the city of Pittsburg, or to solicit business. 
to sell, barter, transfer, or exchange any 
ticket, passes or other evidences of title to 
travel, upon any street, lane or alley in the 
city of Pittsburg, or in any place whatever 
save and except his or its regularly estab- 
lished office or place of business. 

“Sec. 3. It shall ikewise be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation engaged 
in or doing the business aforesaid, to gell 
any ticket or tickets, passes, or other evi- 
dences of the holder’s title to travel on any 
railroad, steamboat, or other public con- 
veyance which will be invalid in the hands 
of the purchaser.” 

Violations of the ordinance are punisha- 
ble by fines of not less than $50 nor more 
than $100 or commitment to the workhouse 
for not less than ten @ays nor more than 
thirty days. It is made the duty of the 
burenu of detectives to enforce the ordi- 
nance, 

Some railway mawigers are opposed to 
pushing an anti-scalping bill in the next 
congress, because they believe that the 
interstate commerce commission will tack 
some amendment of their own to it or in- 
sist on being conceded some additional 
powers in return for their support of the 


anti-scalping measure. It is said that the 
commission will again recommend the pas- 
Sage of their pooling bill, which permits 
pooling provided the railroads in the pool 


allow the commission to fix their rates. 
That is a concession which most railway 
managers are unwilling to make. There 
are some, it is true, who are willing to 
concede that to the commission, but those 
managers are in charge of roads which 
either cut rates now or are victims of com- 
petitors who cut them.

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SOUTHERN REACHING ~ WEST. 


If It Gets the Air-Line It Will Go 
Into St. Louis. 

The report came yesterday that the 
Southern railway has about succeeded in 
€etting control of the Louisville, Evans- 
ville and St. Louis railroad. This line ex- 
tends from Louisville to St. Louis. The 
Southern railway already touches Louis- 
ville, and if it gets the Air-Line, it wil) be 
right in St. Louis, and will be greatly 
strengthened in its competition for western 
traffic. St. Louis is the eastern terminal 
of some of the west’s strongest systems, 
and the Southern would give them another 
fine outlet to the south and southwest. 

For more than a year it has been appar- 
ent that the Southern railway was after 
the Air-Line, as the Louisville, Evansville 
and St. Louis is known. The road has been 
in the hands of a receiver for some time, 
and the Southern has been acquiring the 
securities which contro] the company,- so 
it will be no surprise if the Air-Line is 
added to the great syetem. 

The absorption of this line wfll increase 
the competition between the Louisyille 
and Nashville and the Southern, and it 
wil] be seen in the passenger service, as 
well as in the freight. Tilhe Southern would 
certainly put on through service between 
Atlanta and St. Louis, and would possibly 
extend this service to Jacksonville in the 
winter season. 

This system already touches the Missis- 
sippi at two gateways—Memphis and 
Greenville—and the Ohio at Louisville. In 
time it will no doubt acquire the Cincin- 
nati Southern, and that system, with the 
Air-Line, would put it at the chief gate- 
ways on the Ohio, as well as at St. Louis. 


Mr. W. F. Patillo Promoted. 

Circulars have been issued announcing 
the appointment of Mr. W. F.  Patillo, 
Jr.. to be commercial agent of the Georgia 
and Alabama in Atlanta. Mr. Patillo 
was formerly with the Memphis and 
Charleston. Later he accepted a position 
with the Georgia Southern and Florida at 
Jacksonville. His appointment to repre- 
sent the Georgia and Alabama locates him 
again in Atlanta, where the is well known 
and has many friends, especially among 
shippers.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
CONSIDERS PLANS 


The Overplas in the Schools Was the 
Subject of Much Discussion. 


ACTION WAS POSTPONED 


Committee Will Meet Again To Con- 


sider Relief Monday. 


MEMBERS OF BOARD WERE ON HAND 


It Is Proposed To Rent Old Medical 
College Building To Relieve the 
Overcrowded Grades.

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The school committee met yes- 


terday and considered plans for 
providing for the children 
crowded out of school.

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THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF CITY 
council met in the office of Mayor Collier 
yesterday afternoon at 5 o’clock for the 
purpose of considering plans for provid- 
ing for the large number of public school 
children in the city who have not been 
able to obtain seats in some of the grades 
of the schools. 

The school committee was represented 
at the meeting by Dr. L. P. Stephens and 
Colonel W. S. Thomson, the third member 
of the committee, Mr. E. C. Peters, being 
absent. Present to represent the board of 
education were President Hoke Smith and 


Judge J. G. Bloodworth, and at the tre-} 


quest of the school committee, Major W, 
F. Slaton was also on hand, 

Nothing was accomplished by the meet- 
ing in the way of providing for the over- 
plus of children in nearly all the schools, 
but several plans were suggested to the 
committee by the members of the board 
of education and by Major Slaton. ‘Lhe 
meeting was an informal one and the im- 
portant matter of obtdining seats for over 
1,000 children was finally postponed until 
next Monday, when the full committee 
could be present and when, it was hoped, 
some substantial relief could be given to 
the overcrowded scuools. 

Superintendent’s Report. 

A report of the exact condition of the 
schools at the present time showing the 
number of ch.idren who have been given 
tickets and the number that has been 
actually seated in the various grades, was 
presented by Superintendent Slaton. The 
report showed that there were 10,252 chil- 
dren seated in the different grades, while 
11,200 are entitled to admission, over 1,000 
being crowded out in the rush. 

The difficulty presented to the school 
committee was that the overplus of chil- 
dren for the first and fifth grades gram- 
mar schools was not confined to any one 
or more locality or district, but that in 
every school in the city, white and colored, 
the first grade was filled to its utmost 
capacity and in nearly all the seating wa- 
pacity was not equal to the demand. The 
greater deficiency in seats was found to be 
in the colored schools and in the Houston 
street school particularly there are 100 more 
applicants for the first grade than can 
be accommodated, 

The proposition to increase the grades 
by the addition of more seats, which was 
made by a member of the school commit- 
tee, was strenuously opposed by Superin- 
tendent Slaton, who declared that if the 
limit of sixty pupils to the grade was ex- 
ceeded that results in the way of vduca- 
tion would be largely defeated, as no teach- 
er could handie more than sixty vhildren 
and do justice to herself and them. 

The report of the superintendent ‘fur- 
ther showed that there had been 2,98 chil- 
dren ticketed to the schools this year 
who were not in school last year, while 
the number of those ‘who have fallen out 
by .promotion, graduation and other means 
was far less than the number newly ad- 
mitted. 

Districts Out of Shape. 

Judge Bloodwurth was of the cpinion 
that the unequal districts into whicn the 
city had been provided was responsible to 
some extent for the great overplus of 
children, and further, that in order to rem- 
edy the evil, it would be necessary to erect 
another schoolhouse in the denseiy popu- 
lated portion of the city, and in this way 
relieve the burden on some if not all of 
the schools. 

The district of Crew street school has 
gradually been extended northward u?-til at 
present it includes territory beyond the 
railroad on the north, and in this sec- 
tion, it was pointed out, there were large 
numbers of children who should be accom 
modated with a school building neer to 
their homes. 

Judge Bloodworth suggested that} there 
should be a new buiiding somewnere in 
the vicinity of the Boys’ High school, and 
that by erecting the structure the d:inculty 
that now confronts the school committee 
would be solved at least for some j ears. 

The building of a schoolhouse in this 
vicinity would relieve to some extent the 
entire circle of schools by taking the over- 
plus from Créw, Ivy and Calhoun street 
schools, and in turn relieving all of the 
other schoois by shifting the pupils around 
more ‘evenly than they are distributed at 
the present time. 


Medical Building Proposed. 
Instead of a building which it would take

tion of the Atlanta and Southern Medical 
colleges. 

President Smith stated that he had look- 
ed into the matter of securing the bui.d- 
ing for the purpose of a school and thought 
that the city could rent the place for a 
very reasonable amount. The old college 
building could be very easily turned into 
a pubiic school, with five or six grades. 

President Smith said: ‘I believe this 
will be the solution of the problem, for 
a school in this locality would reach out 
and take in pupils from all adjacent 
echools, and tnose schools being relieved 
themselves, could accommodate more chil- 
dren from schools in their vicinity. 

“By aading. more rooms to Williams 
street and West End schools, I think that 
we will be abie to settle the matter of an 
overplus of children for some time.”’ 

The proposition of President Smith seem- 
ed to have met with the favor of the com- 
mittee, and in fact, was the only tangible 
settlement of the difficulty confronting 
the city that was presented at the meet- 
ing. 

The members of the board informed: the 
committee on schools that, in their opinion, 
an appropriation of $1,300 would cover all 
the expense to be incurred in providing 
for the children who have been crowded 
out of the schools. 

At the meeting which is to be called 
Monday morning it is expected that the 
full committee will be on hand, and that 
some solution of the question of an over- 
Plus of children in the schools will be 
reached and adopted.
